Martin was one of two lawyer 
who represented the plaintiffs, 
11 taxpayers, in the case, Wil­ 
liam McGinnis et a1 vs. North­ 
west Independent School 
Dis­ 
trict et a1. 


Judge 
Winder's 
judgment 
was returned Thursday 
in 
a 
letter to Denton attorney John 
Sullivan and Fred Minor, 
re­ 
questing them to prepare the 
judgment in general conformity 
with Winder’s letter. Sullivan 
and Minor were attorneys repre­ 
senting the Northwest Indepen­ 
dent School District, defendants 
in the case. 


Winder said in his letter to 
Sullivan 
and 
Minor 
that he 
would go over 
the 
judgment 
with the two attorneys, 
after 
which Sullivan and Minor would 
submit the judgment to the tax­ 
payers' attorneys, Martin and 
Elvin E. Tackett, for their ap­ 
proval as to form. 


The l l district taxpayers ask­ 
ed the 16th Judicial 
District 
Court in September for an In­ 
junction stopping 
the 
school 
district officials from collecting 
the 1955 taxes aud asked for an 
order requiring the school dis­ 
trict officials to assess the tax­ 
es "according to the law of the 
state.” 
The defendents were members 
of the school district’s 
board 
of trustees and board of equal­ 
ization, the tax assessor, and 
the tax assessor of Denton, Tar­ 
rant and Wise Counties.

contacted 
by 
phone 
Saturday night, Martin told the 
Record-Chronlcle that he had 
not heard of Judge Winder’s de­ 
cision. “ I 
just returned from 
handling a case in Houston,” he 
said, “and I haven’t talked with 
my clients up there at all, hut 
I’m s^re there will be an ap­ 
peal in this case.”

In his judgment, Winder not­ 
ed that “ prior 
to 
1955 
the 
school district ta ses in questiion 
were assessed and collected by 
the respective counties in which 
the properties were located.” 
“But, in 1955,” Judge Win­

employed a tax assessor. The 
tax assessor utilized the servic­ 
es of an appraiser who

over the district and appraised 
properties,

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BAPTISM— WHY— MARK 16:16 


In previous Articles we have shown the scriptural subject and 
the scriptural action of baptism. Now we come to a discussion 
of the WHY or the design of baptism. I suppose there is more 
prejudice in regard to this subject than any other 
found 
in 
God’s Word. I therefore appeal to you to approach this study 
and the ones to follow with an open mind in view of the eteriz- 
tty we m ust face. We want this week to discuss Mark 16:15 and 
see if we can find the design of baptism in 
this 
passage. 
It 
reads as follows: ” He that believeth and la baptised shall bn 
saved; but he that believeth not shall be damned.” This ie a 
very simple statem ent and one that should be 
easily 
under* 
stood. Let us analyse the verse, The principal sentence is “he 
shall be saved.” This is the main thought in the passage. But 
let us notice the dependent clause, "th at believeth and is bap­ 
tized." This clause is the key to understanding the principal 
statem ent. It describes or points out the person who will 
be 
saved. Thus it is easily seen that the Lord makes both faith 
and baptism conditions of salvation. Therefore, if we had no 
other passage in all of God’s Word relative to the 
design 
or 
purpose of baptism , we would know from this verse alone that 
it precedes rather than follows salvation and has salvation as 
its design! Let us notice the difference between what the Lord 
here said and what moat of the religious world teach. The Ro­ 
m anist says: "H e that is baptized shall be saved without faith.” 
The Protestant says: “ He that believeth shall be saved without 
baptism .” But Jesus Christ said: “ He that believeth and is bap­ 
tized shall be saved." WHICH DO YOU CHOOSE. If the sen­ 
tence should read, “He that believeth and is baptized shall re­ 
ceive $1,000, but he th at believeth not shall receive nothing,” 
I am persuaded few people would have any difficulty under­ 
standing it! If Noah had said, "he that believeth and entereth 
the ark shall be saved, but he that believeth not shall be de­ 
stroyed,” could an antedeluvian believer have been saved with 
out entering the ark—by only believing? Remember this! When 
God appoints two things for the accomplishment of one end, it 
takes BOTH to accomplish that end!! 
Will anyone 
therefore 
dare say, "he that believeth but will not be baptized shall he 
saved?” W here is the person who will dare say It?? Therefore 
the penitent believer who confesses his faith in Christ MUST 
then 
be baptized not because man says so, but because the 
Lord commands it!! HAVE YOU BEEN BAPTIZED SCRIP­ 
TURALLY??

To determine the size to buy, allow about a 
pound, dressed weight, per person for each serving. 
You may purchase these turkeys fresh-iced or quick-frozen, fully 
dressed, ready to stuff, truss and pop into the oven. To stuff these 
birds in a hurry, use the new already prepared herb-seasoned stuffing 
found in cellophane packages on your grocery shelf. 
Because these birds have all white feathers, there are no trouble­ 
some dark pin feathers to remove. The semi-covered Country Bake 
method keeps the meat moist and protects the very thin skin of this 
special breed of birds from becoming dry and hard. 
To Country Bake your turkey, place the already stuffed bird 
breast up on a rack in a roasting pan. Brush with Vi cap melted 
butter or margarine.

retained placentas in beef cows 
have been experimentally pro- 
ducd by feeding a species of pe­ 
rennial 
broomweed. These 
re­ 
sults were obtained in feeding 
trials conducted during the past 
three years, at Marfa and Semi­ 
nole. 


The trials w ere conducted by 
\ Dr, J. W. 
Dollahite, 
associate 
veterinarian and M. V. Anthony, 
a s s is ta n t range 
specialist, 
of 
the Animal Disease Laboratory 
of the Texas Agricultural 
Ex­ 
perim ent Station, Marfa Assist­ 
ing with th e studies were sta­ 
tion staff mem bers and Gaines 
County Agent L. H. McElroy. 
The Gaines County Com mission­ 
ers Court provided tho 
Station 
with a grant-in-aid for $5,000 
to support the work and ranch­ 
men in Gaines and other coun­ 
tries cooperated. 


Broomweed is found from tho 
timber belt of Texas westward 
to Arizona, north to Idaho and 
south into Mexico, it 
is 
also 
commonly known as turpentine- 
weed, slink weed and threadleaf 
broomweed. The research work 


cts say th a t 
broomweed 
will 
cause prem ature 
weak 
calves 
and retained placentas when in 
the toxic stages. The quantity 
of a plant a cow must consume 
t o 
produce 
symptons 
varies 
widely in different years, in dif­ 
ferent seasons of the year and 
on different soil 
types. 
The 


cause of these variations 
has 
not 
been 
determ ined 
nor the 
toxic principle of the plant es­ 
tablished. 
In the trials 23 cows 
were 
fed broomweed. Thirteen deliv­ 
ered normal calves 
while 
IO 
cows produced prem ature weak 
calves, weighing from 30 to 45 
pounds. Nine cows passed th eir 
placentas norm ally nd 
14 re­ 
tained their placentas for 3 to 
IO days after calving. 


A survey of grazing habits of 
cows at the time of outbreaks 
has always shown them to be 
grazing broomweed. Losses may 
occur at any tim e but the heav­ 
iest come in the period 
from 
December 
to 
April. 
In 
the 
Gaines county area, losses occur 
almost every year and In affect­ 
ed herds, IO to 60 percent of 
the calves will be weak and pre­ 
m ature. Some calves will su r­ 
vive if properly cared for while 
others are born dead and most 
die before they are 4 8 hours 
old. The research workers have 
not 
produced 
experimentally 
abortions In the early stages of 
pregnancy.

(If you have a meat thermometer, insert it through outside fat into 
center of thickest part of ham so th at bulb does not rest on bone or fat.)

HAM , whole Uncooked, 10-12 lbs

Times given are for ham at room temperatures when started. 
Since heat penetrates a thick piece of meat like ham very slowly, 
additional time should be allowed when meat has been taken from 
refrigerator a short time before roasting. (Many hams on the market 
carry cooking directions which should be used for that particular kind.) 
Half an hour before ham is done (meat thermometer will register 
(150°F.) remove ham from oven and peel off rind with a shffrp knife 
Score the surface of the fat and, if desired, insert a whole clove in the 
center of each scored section, glaze it to your taste with brown sugar,
